Mrs. Bryan s-at down to a dinner with 
Senator Hill uzid representative Albany 
Democrats at Kill's home, \Voolterc'"» 
Roost, where they were driven directly 
from the depot. 


Those who met the Democrat and his 


wife at Mr. Hill's dinner were: Su- 
preme Court Judce D. Cady Herrick 
and wife; Louis W. Pnitr. the collector 
of customs, and wife; Norton Chase, 
chairman of tlio city Democratic com- 
mittee, which with other local organ- 
izations had the meeting in charge. 
For nearly three hours Mr. Bryan was 
the guest of the .Xew York senator, and 
although every participant in the din- 
ner averred that it was purely a social 
affair, thoir descriptions were taken 
with a grain of salt, it being the gen- 
eral impression that an understanding 
•was reached which will insure to Mr. 
Bryan the snpport of the party organ- 
ization in the stute. 


The crowd brjran to frather in the 


city hal! square two hours before the 
nicotine, and when Mr. Bryan faced 
them the people were packed in solid 
jnassfS over several acres of pavement 
and sod. His appearance as he stepped 
upon thf flas-;-draped platform kindled a 
fierce shoct which swelled into three 
cheers with nnndn-ds of hats and hand- 
kerchiefs in the air. 
He was escorted 


by Mes-TS, Chase and Pratt, Recorder 
James Matbewo, Postmaster Woods and 
Collector John P. Masterson. Senator 
Hill was not there. 


Mr. Bryan spoke with nsor« than his 


customary oratorical force and consider- 
ing the size of the crowd be was lis- 
tened to with most flattering attention. 
Once the speech was marred b;. a small 
knot of Republican who interrupted 
with a straggling cheer for Mi'Kinlay. 
Before the speech was finished darkness 
came ou and red lights kindled on the 
outskirts of the crowd threw a crimson 
£lare over th« field of heads, and then 
an alarm of fire just as the orator was 
ending created a diversion.

The first 
portion of his es=ay was a historical 
sketch of France's first experience 
with paper money. This was irrelevant 
and wearied the people. He finally 
made the statement that the free 
coinage of silver woold work to the 
advantage of the rich man and to the 
detriment of the poor man, but en- 
tirely neglected to say why—if this 
premise were true—all the rich men 
and wealthy corporations 
in this 


nation are opposing silver and de- 
mand gold only as a money metal, 
He also said that industrial" activity 
was what was needed to bring back 
prosperous business, but failed utter- 
ly to explain why under the present 
system, when we are upon a single 
standard system and * rapidly ap- 
proaching gold monometallism the 
wheels of industry are stopping every 
day and thousands upon thousands of 
workingmen are thrown out of em- 
ployment. This able journalist did 
not attempt to tell his audience why, 
as we approach nearer the culmina- 
tion of the desire of the monometal- 
list the farmers were growing f oarer, 
values were diminishing, railroad 
earnings were growing less each day, 
necessitating the laying off of men 
and the entailing or hardships upon 
them. 


When Mr, Biakley had completed 


his essay and restored his maauscnpt 
to his pocket, General Fletcher in- 
troduced to the audience a Mr Mat- 
tingly, of Celina, who delivered him- 
self of a harangue for half an hoar 
He prefaced his speech by a state- 
ment that he had not prepared him- 
self with statistics and facts which 
make up the 
ordinary political 


speech. In this the audience fully 
agreed with him, for the speech was 
a rambiiug, desultory collection of 
platitudes, which amused the silver 
men and did not please the goldites 
He said that he regarded the Chica- 
go convention as a dispensation of 
Providence; that the Republican 
party never made a mistake aod tae 
tariff was the real Issue in this cam- 
paign. When he evolved the last 
statement some inmates in the coun- 
ty jail yelled, which was the only ap- 
proach to applause that had greeted 
his eloquence. 


In a burs'} of confidence the speak- 


er told his audience that the silver 
mine owner would 'be a great bene- 
ficiary from free coinage, because for 
every 53 cents worth of silver he took 
to the mint he would receive in re- 
turn a full dollar of United States 
money, and would therefore make 47 
cents on every dollar; but in his next 
breath the speaker declared that 
under the same system a dollar 
would only be worth 10 cents. He 
forgot to explain the discrepancy in 
his statement and left bis audience 
in wonderment as to how to reconcile 
them, 
or 
how 
a 
man 
could 


(make 47 cents by selling 53 cents' 
'worth of bullion for a dollar when 
that dollar would only be worth 50 
cents. He could not explain how the 
same coin was worth one dollar to 
one man and only 50 cents to hi& 
neighbor.
